A PLAGUE OF LEGISLATION. 


The United States is the most legisla- 
tion-racked country in civilization. It is 
just as well not to forget that fact in all 
the analysis of the industrial and commer- 
cial unrest visible generally or in isolated 
instances. It is impossible that business 
and progress and prosperity should proceed 
otherwise than by fits and starts, when it 
is incessantly and at every turn confronted 
by uncertainty as to what it may expect 
from politics, and ignorant exponents of 
politics in some instances. 

For instance, congress has been almost 
continuously in session since the extra ses- 
sion called by President Taft as his first 
official act. Our tariff laws, touching the 
fundamentals of every business and reach- 
ing into every home, have been tinkered 
with and hardly given a chance to become 
law before agitation for their appeal fis 
begun. Other legislation, pending and con- 
templated, by congress is not calculated to 
put the country into a more tranquil frame 
of mind. 

On top of the activities of congress are 
those of the legislatures in forty-eight 
states. There are as many brands of leg- 
islation, of course, as there are legislatures. 
Despite all the supreme court and the 
interstate commerce commission can do, it 
is impossible to prevent state legislation 
from occasionally overlapping federal juris- 
diction, and vice versa. 

In other words, the nation has almost 
constantly at work forty-nine law factories, 
grinding out statutes on every conceivable 
subject, some pertinent, some trivial, some 
dangerous, some sane and some impudent. 
In no other country on the globe is such 
a condition duplicated. We doubt if anv 
other peoples would endure the strain to 
which their institutions are thus put. 

James J. Hill, the empire-builder of the 
northwest, spoke a parable when he 
that congress might well adjourn for ten 
years and advance the welfare of the coun- 
try. At least, public opinion can profitably 
exert itself to the end that we have fewer 
laws and better laws. As it is at present, 
the country is buried under avalanche 
of enactments, with huge annual additions 
being made to them.

There has been much serious controversy 
for several years as to the origin of the 


Latin phrase “E Pluribus Unum” used as the 


motto of the United States. This seems 
like a trivial thing over which to find much 
in the way of discussion, but when it stands 
for, as it now does, the sign on the seal of 
the greatest country on the globe, naturally 
every true American would like to know 
exactly how it came to be chosen. This seems 
to be very much in doubt. 

After the Declaration of Independence had 
been announced by the States in July, 1776, 
the next most important step this body of 
representatives felt they must take was the 
adoption of a seal to represent these United 
States. It was thereupon resolved that Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin, John Adams and Thomas 
Jefferson be a committee to prepare @ device 
for such a seal. The six sections, or quar- 
terings, upon the escutcheon or shield were 
intended to denote the countries England, 
Scotland, Ireland, France, Germany and Hol- 
land, from which the States so united had 
been, respectively, chiefly peopled. The 
motto “E Pluribus Unum,” adopted on this 
seal, and retained ever since, was intended 
to denote the character of the federal gov- 
ernment in its formation. 

Where did the revolutionary patriots, who 
had this motto inscribed upon the great 
seal, find the perfectly fitting phrase? More 
than thirty years ago James A. Garfield, then 
a member of congress, Senator Hoar and 
Librarian of Congress A. R. Spofford, consti- 
tuted themselves a self-appointed committes 
solve the mystery. The ransacking of 
these authorities resulted in a fruitless 
search. They could find nothing plausible 
except that on the title page of the ‘“Gentle- 
man’s Magazine” from 1731 to 1901, a London 
periodical, this exact Latin phrase had al- 
ways been printed as its motto. 

Of course, there they discovered printed 
this precise phrase, and this magazine was 
regularly appearing during the sixteen years 
the device of the seal of the United States 
was under incubation. But this was not a 
elassical origin, and Mr. Garfield was not 
satisfied. It only removed the question 
farther back—where did the English editor 
find his magazine motto?

The original 
quotation in Latin reads: 


‘It manus in gydum, paullatim singula 
vires. 
Deperdunt 
unus.” 


Now the careful reader of the Latin 
couplet will note that the phrase ts “E pluri- 
bus unus” and not “unum.” It will not be 
too classical to explain that Virgil had to 
write “unus” and not “unum” for as an 
adjective it had to agree in gender with 
“color” which masculine Hence it will 
not do for certain careless authors of “quo- 
tation” books to accurate text 
and make it read “E pluribus unum.” There- 
fore, the exact American motto has not yet 
been traced to any classical source. In one 
of Horace’s “Epistles” there occurs the 
phrase “De pluribus una” when he is allud- 
ing to the drawing out of a thorn. 

Then again an argument that 
produced is to the effect that the motto is 
grammatically incorrect. The phrase as used 
is in the neuter gender, and while it ts sup- 
posed to apply to nation, republic, 
etc. all of which areafeminine; consequently, 
as a writer puts it, “Jefferson, if he was the 
real suggester, as has often 
must have been nodding 
gender.

T0 MAKE AN EXHIBIT 


Sir Edward Grey Explains Fail- 
ure to Take Part in Panama 
Exposition. 


London, August 5.—The question of 
British participation in the Panama- 
Pacific exposition was debated in the 
house of commons this afternoon. It 
was suggested that private enterprise 
might suppry the impetus necessary 
for Eritish representation, which tb> 
government declined to furnish. 

Sir Edward Grey, secretary of the 
state for foreign affairs, explaining 
the official attitude of the British 
government, maintained that the de- 
cision of the cabinet not to partici- 
pate was entirely due to commercial 
considerations. 

Sir Edward Grey sald: 

“The British government came to the 
conclusion that under present circum- 
stances it would not be justified in 
asking the country to incur the heavy 
expenditure required for participation 
in the exhibition. This expenditure 
was estimated at more than $1,200,000, 
and such a sum would be quite out of 
proportion with any commercial ad- 
vantages likely to result from it. 

“Inquiries into the commercial cen- 
ters of the Undted Kingdom had not 
shown that there was ary active de- 
sire to participate. 

“The conditions for participating 
laid down by the exhibition authori- 
ties prescribe that exhibits shall be 
distributed among a series of interna- 
tional pavilions, thereby rendering it 
impossible to secure an effective na- 
tional display. 

“The question was considered and 
dealt with on these grounds without 


any reference to the question of Pan- 
ama canal tolls. 

“The British government has done 
nothing to discourage participation in 
the exhibition by the self-governing 
British dominions.” 

John O'Connor, a nationalist member, 
questioned the estimate made by the 
goveritment as to the expenditure, and 
pointed out that Great Britain’s out- 
lay at Chicago was only $300,000, while 
at the Japanese, German and the 
Franch expositions it reached onl) 
$600,000.

BRITISH NAVAL BASE 
IN WESTERN WATERS 


London, August §5.—The Washington 
reports of Great Britain's intention to 
establish a naval base in Bermuda are 
regarded by the London press as re- 
flecting a misconception in America of 
the admiralty’s plans. 

It is admitted that the British squad- 
ron at Bermuda will be increased to 
four armcored cruisers with a rear ad- 
mira] in command, and a dock yard 
and coaling station will be established. 
It is declared, however, that this is 
merely to remedy a mistake that 
was made under Admtral Fisher's 
regime and for the very natural pur- 
pose of affording greater protection to 
British shipping which makes use of 
the Panama canal. 

Under Lord Fisher’s naval redistri- 
bution scheme a number of ships that 
had for many years been stationed at 
Bermuda were recalled te home 
waters. The four cruisers which will 
now be sent there will not be on per- 
manent station, it is said, but will re- 
turn home every summer for maneu- 
vers.

IN TAILOR-MADE SUITS 


Chicago, August 6.—Chicago's ten 
policewomen, clad in modest blue talil- 
or-made suits and wearing silver stars 
and hats with blue bands, went on du- 
ty today.

ebster Springs, W. Va. August 5.— 
Sentences were imposed upon the five 


members of the West Virginia legisla- 
ture by Judge W. 8. O’Brien, in 
the superior court. The legislators 
were convicted of bribery in connection 
with the election of a United States 
Senator early in the vear. The sen- 
tences follow: 

Delegates S.C. O. Rhodes, Rath Duff 
_a@nd H. F. Asbury, six years each in 
the penitentiary; Staite Senators B. A. 
Smith, five years and six months, and 
Delegate Davis Hill five years. In ad- 
dition, the five are disqualified for Ife 
from holding any public office or of- 
fice of trust. 

Arrest of Judgment Allowed. 

The sentencing of the legislators 
eame shortly after Delegate Davis 
Hill, the fifth to stand trial on bribery 
charges, was convicted this afternoon. 
After the sentences were imposed an 
arrest of judgment and stay of exe- 
cution for ninety days was allowed by 
the court to permit attorneys for the 
defendants to make applications for 
appeals to the state supreme court. 

More than two months have been 
consumed in the _ trials of these 
charges, the first of their kind in West 
Virginia. There were seven legislato:s 
indicted, the five already tried having 
been held on felony charges and the 
other two, George 3. VanMetter and 
Rev. T. J. Smith, on misdemeanor 
charges. The trial of the last two 
will probably be deferred until another 
term of court.
